famine conditions in India. It had 
considerable effect on the election. 
"Dollar wheat" was promised 
the 


Western voters. 
It was figured out on 


the stump and through newspapers that 
hundreds and millions had already been 
realized by farmers, while the facts 
were that the profits by the advance in 
wheat for the most part went to specu- 
lators. 
Farmers, 
however, were as- 


sured they would have their inninga 
this year by an advance at their barn 
doors. 
This ante-election wheat boom, 


it was also proclaimed, settled the 
question that there was no connection 
beteen the demonetization of silver and 
the low price of agricultural products. 


With the election of Mr. MoKinley 


and his inauguration the boom in 
wheat exploded, showing its political 
character. Last fall, before the voting, 
wheat as 85 cents, It is now down to 
65 cents, a fall of 20 cents a bushel. 
The present price is about 10 cents a 
bushel higher than the lowest figures 
of last year. That represents a legiti- 
mate advance 
because of 
scarcity 


abroad. 


It is noteworthy that with the low 


and declining price of wheat a marked 
advance in toe price of gold Is noted. 
Russia and Japan are bidding against 
eaoh other for gold. They were bidding 
77 shillings 1Q}4 pence a few days ago; 
later the report was, "gold in strong 
deamhd afc 77 shillings 11J^ pence, 
with practically no supplies." But at 
the same time the Bank of England re- 
duced its rate of discount to 2 .kjper 
cent. 
Here we have an active outside 


demand for gold, with a dullness in 
trade conditions, shown by the reduced 
bank rate. 


The increased demand 
for 
gold 


makes the American condition less 
comfortable. 
It tends to depress the 


prices of our products, for when the 
financial papers announce, as they are 
now doing, that gold is going up, it 
simply means that other things are 
going down—that the purchasing value 
of gold is increasing. This is illus- 
trated by the fall in wheat and every- 
thing else. 


We need not enforce the lesson of 


these two coincident events—wheat 
going down and gold going up. 
To 


the thoughtful they carry their own 
story of cause and effect.

To say 
nothing of the enormous value of do- 
mestic hides, the imports of hides and 
skins in the lost fiscal year amounted 
in value to $30,520,177, and the ex- 
ports of leather and its manufactures 
to $20,242,756. The figures demon- 
strate the enormous importance which 
this trade has attained. Free trade in 
hides has aloiie secured a profitable 
market for the entire surplus products 
of leather, and there is aa strong argu- 
ment for free trade in -wool. Both are 
farm products, valueless until made of 
utility by manufactnring processes.

The following statement is made in 


order to olear up misunderstandings 
that appear to exist in respeot to the 
so-oalled Foraker bill, recently intro- 
duced in the senate. 


Thia bill proposes various amend- 


ments to the inter-state .commerce law. 
It is not prepared in view of the anti- 
trust decision in the Trans-Missouri 
oase. It was completed before that 
decision was made and would have 
been introduced if that decision had 
not been made. 
The only effect of the 


decision is to make the neoesaity for its 
enactment more imperative. 


In its present form the bill repre- 


sents the result of several years of dis- 
cussion and negotiation, participated 
in by oongreasional committees, the in- 
terstate commerce commission, organi- 
zations of business men and representa- 
tives of railways. It embraces a vari- 
ety of topics. 
It has twelve sections, 


only one of which touches the question 
of so-called pooling contracts. 
The 


other changes proposed were chiefly 
such as have heretofore been recom- 
mended by the commission, and the 
amendment to t e fifth section of the 
law is in the precise form which here- 
tofore has not been objected to by the 
commission, and which has been quite 
generally assented to as expedient and 
safe. 
It pohibits pooling contracts in 


more careful terms than those em- 
ployed in the original law; but pro- 
vides conditions under whichjsnch con- 
tracts may be made, not to become 
effective if disapproved by the commis- 
sion, ^twenty days being allowed for 
preliminary examination, and to be 
subject to termination by the commis- 
sion at any time; all rates, charges and 
facilities under such contracts to be

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WASHINGTON LETTER, 


Washington, April 12, 1897. 


The Democrats of the house in caucus 


endorsed the 
statements 
made 
by 


Bepes'y -itative Bailey, of Texas, when 
Bepresuitative Dingley, in response to 
Representative Jerry Simpson's protest, 
bluntly stated that the Republicans did 
not intend to allow any general legisla- 
tion by the house at this session. Mr. 
Bailey said: "We are not inclined to 
insist upon the Republican party legis- 
lating. We feel that the country suffers 
when the Republican party legislates. 
We have contended this all our lives, 
and we sincerely believe it. 
We nave 


no desire to urge the Republican party 
to make laws, but we desire to under- 
stand its policy. 
We are here ready to 


discuss any measures you desire to 
bring np, but believing that nine out 
of ten of them would be bad, we are 
ready to help you if your policy is to 
do nothing." 


In the death of Ex-Senator Voorhees, 


•which occurred Saturday morning at 
his Washington residence, the Demo- 
cratic party lost one of its ablest and 
hardest workers—a man who has, for 
nearly halfja century, occupied a place 
in the front ranks of Democracy in 
every National campaign. 
Mr. Voor- 


hees had been in failing health for sev- 
eral years, but his death was entirely 
unexpected, although tie was in his 
seventieth year. 


Hon. W. J. Bryan arrived in Wash- 


ington today from Florida. This even • 
ing he was given a reception by the 
Old Dominion club and delivered an 
address before the law school of Colum- 
bian university, and tomorrow he will 
be the guest of honor at the .big Demo 
cratio Jefferson celebration. 


Among the many prominent business 


men who are in Washington for the 
purpose of pointing out to the senate 
committee on finance the bad features 
of the tariff bill, is Marshall Field, the 
widely known Chicago meichant. Mr. 
Field was asked if he cared to make a 
statement for publication concerning 
the tariff bill, and he replied, "No, ex- 
cept the one general remark that it is 
the worst tariff bill I ever saw, not 
only as regards the rates of duty im- 
posed, but in the complicated and am- 
biguous methods of; imposing them. 
There is scarcely a line in the bill that 
will not have to be interpreted by the 
supreme court." 


Speaking of whether the Democrats 


in the senato ought to resort to filli- 
bnstering to delay or defeat the tariff 
bill, Ex-Representative Chmie, of Cali- 
fornia, said: "I am in favor of allow- 
ing the Republicans absolute sway and 
full scope in the making of a tariff. 
The freer they are left to work their 
•will the quicker will the oountry repu- 
diate their acts, for I hold that pros- 
perity can never come from taxation, 
but only from a readjustment of our 
financial system that will put silver 
back to its old footing of equality with 
gold." This is substantially the posi 
tion taken by Senator Jones, chairman 
of the Democratic national committee, 
in a letter made public a few days ago, 
and which is endorsed by moat of the 
Democrats in bolh branches of con- 
gress. 


The Republicans are doing consider- 


able worrying about the civil service 
rules and how they are going to get 
around them—at least, those who are 
after office are. 
About the only man 


who has already got his office who has 
shown any special interest in this mat- 
ter, is Public Printer Palmer, who hns 
been practically discharging Democrats 
fiom the government printing office by 
asking for their resignations every day 
since he took charge. Ex-Congressman 
Bowdon, of Virginia, who is willing to 
become a federal office holder, voiced 
the opinion of the office-seekers \vhon 
he said; "I have met during my pres- 
ent visit to Washington with Republi- 
cans from every part of the Union, and 
almost to a man they are opposed to 
civil service reform, so-called.
